projects and with other long-term 
obligations have raised Elba’s total 
indebtedness to well over 
$1,700,000. 

The above expenditures have 
already been made, but surely there 
are areas in which we could reduce 
or completely eliminate waste and 
expense. Why, as taxpayers, should 
we be expected to pay for (1) bus 
service from downtown to the new 
swimming complex; (2) replacing 
existing sidewalks; (3) vehicles for 
some city officials (elected and 
appointed); (4) dugouts at Legion 
Field; (5S) a full time recreation 
director to run a part-time program; 
(6) a railroad bridge which we will 
end up maintaining; (7) locking and 
unlocking gates on property of 
private organizations; (8) excessive 
salaries for elected part-time city 
officials (over $20,000) per year); 
(9) operation of two or more police 
cars per shift when many times they 
are all at the police department or 
together on a local parking lot; (10) 
sO many routine police trips into the 
jurisdiction areas; (11) space for 
recreational equipment at the fire 
department; and many other items 
too numerous to mention. Why do 
we need to annex more areas into the 
city when we are now struggling to 
maintain what we already have? 
Certainly the small amount of tax 
revenue to be derived from this 
proposed annexation would just be 
barely adequate to cover the 
additional expense. 

It seems to me that our elected 
officials are more concerned with 
retaining the status quo through 
additional taxes than they are with 
making a concerted effort to curb 
waste and inefficiency. As a resident 
of Elba I would willingly pay more in 
taxes if I thought I was getting the 
best possible value for my money. I 
would like to see at least one of our 
leaders show the intestinal fortitude 
that it would take to eliminate the 
waste which we see every day. We 
need to be shown some fiscal 
responsibility across all levels of 
government and it needs to start at 
City Hall.

Should a person be baptized in the 
name of the Father, the Son and the 
Holy Ghost, or in the name of Jesus 


Jesus said, ‘‘All power is given unto me in heaven and in earth. Go 
ye therefore and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the 


Father, and of the Son, and of the 


oly Ghost’’ (Matt. 28:18-19). 


Despite this command, there is no example of these words being said 


at any New Testament baptism. 


Because the baptism examples we find mention only the name of 
Jesus, some have erroneously concluded that we are to baptize in the 
name of Jesus only. For example, Acts 2:38 says, ‘‘be baptized in the 
name of Jesus Christ.’’ Acts 8:16 says, ‘‘baptized in the name of the 
Lord Jesus.’’ Acts 10:48 says, ‘‘baptized in the name of the Lord."’ 
Acts 19:5 says, ‘baptized in the name of the Lord Jesus."’ 

Although these examples do not mention the Father or the Holy 
Ghost, neither do they include any universal ‘‘formula’’ for baptism. 
Each verse has a different phrase: ‘‘Jesus Christ,’’ ‘‘the Lord Jesus,”’ 


‘the Lord,"’ and ‘‘the Lord Jesus.”’

ADC MILESTONES 

1960 - Arthur Shores was elected 
first chairman oof Alabama 
Democratic Conference. 

ADC was primarily responsible 
for the removal of the racist slogan 
on the official Democratic party 
ballot, which read: ‘White 
Supremacy for the Right.’’ It was 
changed to: ‘‘Democrats for the 
Right.’’ 

1966 - Rufus Lewis of Mont- 
gomery was elected chairman of 


1968 - Arthur Shores and Joe 
Reed became the first black 
delegates from Alabama to be seated 
at .the Democratic National 
Convention in Chicago. Shores 
served on the Credentials Committee 
and became the first black from 
Alabama to address the convention. 

1969 - ADC leaders called for the 
establishment of a Speakers Bureau. 

1970 - Joe Reed was elected as 
chairman of ADC. 

ADC first began to officially 
screen candidates for public office. 

ADC supported the election of 
Fred Gray and Thomas Reed to the 
Alabama legislature. They became 
the first blacks elected to that body 
since Reconstruction. 

1972 - ADC adopted a rule 
pequiting candidates to appear 
before a screening committee to be 
eligible for endorsement. 

ADC became a major issue in 
candidates’ campaigns because of 
the black bloc vote. 

With ADC’s support, Senator ' 
John Sparkman won without a 
runoff, 

ADC called on President Richard 
Nixon to appoint a black to a vacant 
federal judgeship in Alabama. 

1973 - ADC sponsored its first 
annual Kennedy-Johnson-King 
dinner, Hon. R. Sargent Shriver, 
speaker, 

ADC participated actively in the 
campaign to ‘‘Save Bishop State Jr. 
College’’ in Mobile and prevented it 
from becoming consolidated with 
another area school, 

1977 - ADC led the successful 
campaign to get President Jimmy 
Carter to appoint two black United 
States marshals in Alabama, Rufus 
Lewis in the Middle District and 
Tyree Richburg in the Southern 
District. 

Hired Jerome Gray as a full-time 
state field director. 

1978 - ADC initiated and 
institutionalized the well-known 
yellow ballot, statewide. 

C was successful in support- 
ing two candidates for the United 
States Senate who pledged and kept 
their commitment to ‘hire blacks 
to make up at least one fourth of 
their staffs. 

1979 - ADC sponsored the first 
Statewide ‘‘Roots Alabama: Black 
Homecoming _—Celebration’’ in 
Birmingham, attended by some 
2,000 people. 

1980 - ADC led the fight in 
getting President Jimmy Carter to 
appoint two black federal judges in 
Alabama for the first time. 

ADC helped to coordinate a 
Statewide effort to get more blacks 
employed with the Bureau of the 
Census. 

As a result, more blacks were 


employed with the census than ever 
before in top positions, Alabama also 
had one of the best records of 
affirmative employment of blacks 
than most other states. 


1981 - ADC was successful in 


getting the United States Congress’ 
sub-committee on civil and con- 
Stitutional rights of the House 
Judiciary Committee to hold one of 
its two national field hearings on the 
extension of the Voting Rights Act, 
in Montgomery. A number of ADC 
leaders testified before that 
committee. 


1982 - ADC became actively 


involved in legislative rea ion- 
ment and had a plan Pam in 
the legislature which created more 
black districts; the organization also 
filed a lawsuit challenging 
a | Apa 


ADC led the fight to 


Alabama legislature to adopt a fair 
and legally acceptable rea ion- 
ment plan. This plan led to the 
election of 24 black members in the 
legislature, giving Alabama the 
largest percentage of blacks serving 
in a state legislature in the nation.

ADU played a key role in getting 
the state Democratic Party to 
support a black candidate for the 
newly-created majority black House 


District in Huntsville. 


ADC played a maior role in 
getting 40 blacks appointed to board 
of registrar$ throughout the state, 
thus giving Alabama one of the 
highest ratios of blacks serving on 
the board of registrars in the nation. 

1984 - Sponsored Act. No. 84-389 
in the Alabama legislature, requiring 
board of registrars to appoint at least 
one deputy registrar in every 
precinct in the state; in addition this 
act fixes the term of appointment of 
deputy registrars to run concurrently 
with the board members; and it 
provides that deputy registrars can 


register voters anywhere and can 

assist in the purging of voters. 
ADC coordinated one of the most 

successful voter registration drives 


in the state; scores of deputy 
registrars were appointed and over 


$0,000 new black voters were 
registered. 

Geraldine Ferraro, the first 
woman vice presidential candidate 
on the Democratic party ticket, 
addressed the annual ADC con- 
vention in August. 

ADC led the way in getting a 
number of municipal and county 
governments to redistrict themselves 
and to do away with at-large 


elections, 


ADC also called special attention 
to municipal elections in 1984 and 
urged local leaders to run black 
candidates for office. As a result of 
this effort, over 60 additional black 
municipal officials were elected, 
giving Alabama the distinction of 
having the largest single increase of 
black municipal officials than any 


other state last year. 


ADC brought about the 
successful lawsuit challenging dis- 
crimination in the appointment of 
blacks as poll officials. This lawsuit 
led to a ruling calling for blacks to be 
appointed as poll officials to 
reasonbly correspond to the black

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Nursing Home Spotlight

The Very Special Person we’re 
visiting this week of April 24, 1986, 
in the Elba Nursing Home is Mr. Lee 
Andrew Brooks. And, when we say 
*‘special,’’ we say it in the sense one 
usually says it and means it; but Mr. 
Andrew is also special in that he is 
one of ‘‘God’s special children.”’ 

Mr. Brooks is a cherubic-looking 
gentleman who is short, round and 
plump, with the sweetest, prettiest, 
and most innocent-looking smile. He 
has twinkly blue eyes and a shock of 
grayish hair. The day we visited him 
he was wearing his favorite attire - 
overalls. When questioned, he 
admitted to loving his overalls! 

Mr. Andrew, as he is called, was 
born June 4, 1905, near the Chestnut 
Grove Community. His parents were 
Mr. and Mrs. John Brooks. Mrs. 
Brooks was the former Nettie 
Grantham. We found it hard to 
believe he is 80 - almost 81, for his 
looks belie his age. He has a quick 
and ever-ready smile and apparently 
a quick wit, as well, for when we 
asked him if he ever got ‘‘out of 
sorts,’’ and mad, he quickly said, 
“I've never had a wife,’’ and we all 
laughed. 

Mr. Andrew was born a healthy 
baby (his mother has said many 
times that he was the healthiest of all 

her children as a young baby). 
However, at the age of two-three 
years he had a severe illness. At the 
time of his illness, he had been 
walking for some time and was 
saying some words and was a normal 
child. This illness, with attendant 
high fevers, disabled Andrew and 
almost took his life at the time. After 
the sickness, it took’ him a year to 
learn to walk again, and he was left 
mentally handicapped and with a 
speech impediment. 

Although Mr. Andrew was left in 
this condition, his life has been an 
inspiration to those who know him; 
and, he has otherwise remained a 
healthy and spirited individual with a 
zest for living during most of his life 
until recent years. 

Mr. Andrew's brothers and 
sisters are; a brother who preceded 
him and died in infancy; Maudie 
Stewart who is now deceased, but at 
the time of her death made her home 
in the Chestnut Grove Community 
with her husband Curtis, who is also 
deceased; James Asbury, also 
deceased, who was a resident of Troy 
at the time of his death, and was 
married to the former Odie Mae 
Johnston; Minnie Stewart, who lives 
in the Chestnut Grove Community 
with her husband, Hinton; Comer, 
who lives in Elba, and his wife was 
the former Lillian Davis, who is now 
deceased; and Harvey, a resident of 
Valley, Ala., who is married to the” 
former Hazel Adamson, 

Mr. Andrew has always lived at 
home with his parents. Because he 
has been so closely attached to his 
parents, it would be proper to 
mention something about them at 
this time. 

His father, John Brooks, was the 
son of James P. (Jim) Brooks, who 
was a Baptist preacher. Jim was the 
son of Elijah M. Brooks, who was 
one of the early Baptist ministers in 
Coffee County. 

Mr. Andrew always had a close 
and loving relationship with his 
father John, who himself was a 
special and unique person. Mr. John 
also suffered a tragic incident in his 
life at about the age of two years. He 
was stricken with infantile paralysis, 
and this, coupled with a fall, left him 
badly crippled for the rest of his life. 
His posture was straight, but he had 
to make very short steps and could 
not pick up his feet, except slowly 
and with difficulty. 

Mr. John grew up on his father's 
farm near the Chestnut Grove 
Community, and at the age of 21, his 
father built him a house to which he 
moved and ‘“‘batched’’ for four 
years, until marrying in 1902. 

During this time, Mr, John 
realized that he would have a 
difficult time trying to farm, as he 
could not walk well enough to 
manage the mules. Through the 
assistance of his aunt, Alice Grooms, 
postmistress of the Fresco Post 
Office, he secured a job carrying the 
mail at the Baldock P.O. in Pike 
County, just above the Coffee 
County line and in a southwest 
direction from Spring Hill. 

He carried the mail mostly by 
horseback and sometimes by horse 
and buggy. He also had to make the 
long trip to Baldock from near 
Chestnut Grove Community, Shortly 
thereafter, many of these old post 
offices began closing, and due to this 
and the great distance he had to 
travel, Mr. John discontinued this 
work, 

In 1902 Mr. John married Miss 
Nettie Grantham, daughter of 
Marion and Martha = Turner 
Grantham, who had moved from the 
Luverne area. 

The newly marriéd couple farmed 
a part of Mr. John's father's place 
for some years. Then, as Mr. John's 
younger brothers were becoming 
grown men and marrying, they had 
to take up more farming land. From 
this time on, Mr. John and his wife 
had to get out and rent land to farm - 
an occupation to which Mr. Brooks 
was unsuited, due to his physical 
disabilities. 

His crippling disability of 
infantile paralysis was to adversely 
affect his family and him, especially 
in the economic sense, for a good 
part of their lives. 

Mr. Andrew's father became a 
tenant farmer and rented many 
different farms during his lifetime - 
mostly around the estnut Grove 
and Perdue communities, and as far 
away as Banks where he rented a 
farm from his uncle, Will Dorrill. 

Another farm he rented was from 
Joseph Dinkins Stewart. It was here 
that Mr. Andrew's sisters, Minnie 
and Maudie, met two of Mr. 
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Mr. Lee Andrew Brooks 


Stewart's sons - Hinton and Curtis, 
and later married them. 

Mr. Andrew attended Double 
Head (which is now Zion Chapel) and 
Chestnut Grove schools. A Mr. 
Henry Weed was his teacher at 
Double Head. 

While living on the farm and 
growing up, Mr. Andrew always 
‘did his part’’ on the farm. When 
he became old enough, he was the 
main one to carry in the wood and 
water. He would also get feed and 
water for the livestock. In the 
cultivation of crops, his ability to 
plow was limited; he participated 
more in the hoeing and weeding; but 
he always shared in most of the 
harvesting of the crops. 

He always depended on _ his 
father to tell him what should be 
done. His father was a very kind, 
wise, and understanding man who 
had much patience and time for Mr. 
Andrew, and he instilled in him the 
qualities of self-confidence, security 
and independence. 

The most profound characteristic 
of Mr. Andrew's father was _ his 
religious conviction. He had been 
brought up in a religious atmosphere 
and had studied the Bible diligently. 
He had come to adhere to the 
doctrine of observing Saturday as the 
Sabbath. 

At one time, Mr. Andrew’s father 
rented a farm from a Mr. Bob 
Chapman who had come under the 
Same persuasion. They established 
Sabbath schools and church services 
in their homes and enjoyed a sweet 
fellowship. 

Mr. Chapman later moved to 
south Florida, and Mr. John con- 
tinued to observe Saturday as the 
Sabbath and engaged in Bible 
reading, meditation and prayer at his 
home. 

Mr. John was frail physically, but 
strong in character and Christian 
faith, with a peacful and loving 
disposition. 

Mr. Andrew's mother was a 
somewhat small, but a strong and 
energetic woman. She always loved 
to have large vegetable gardens and 
flower beds around the home. 
Wherever thev lived, she usually 
embellished the place. with flowers, 
She always loved receiving visitors 
and going visiting. She was very 
fond of having conversations with 
family and friends. 

When Mr. Andrew's parents 
reached their 60's in 1940, they 
obtained an acre of land from Mr. 
Brooks’ brother, Frank, and built a 
small wooden frame house in the 
Haw Hill area. Mr. Brooks occupied 
his time by practicing the now- 
almost lost art of weaving chair 
bottoms. He and his wife still 
cultivated a garden and had flowers. 

During this period of time Mr. 
Andrew now mostly helped 
surrounding farmers do seasonal 
farm work. He was noted for picking 
the cleanest cotton, 

Along about this time, a new 
anxiety was gripping the nation and 
before long, America found itself in 
the throes of WWII. Two of Mr. 
Andrew's brothers Comer and 
Harvey - were called into service. 
They both served in the war in the 
Pacific. Harvey was in some of the 
fiercest battles, but was not 
wounded. Both made it home safely 
and there was much rejoicing and 
thanksgiving from Mr, Andrew and 
the rest of the family when they 
returned to their native soil, and 
especially Coffee County soil! 

One of the pastimes Mr. Andrew 
enjoved most from this era was 
visiting Raif Griswold's store and 
talking with him and others who 
Visited there; and in our mind's eve 
we can just picture the group of 
weatherbeaten, hard-working 
farmers huddled around the big 
old-fashioned _pot-bellied __ stove, 
swapping tales and discussing crops 
and the weather, 

Later on, Mr. Andrew visited 
Eudell Grimes’ and Will Wilson's 
barber shops where he spent many a 
pleasurable hour, He would also go 
about the community and perform 
small errands and odd jobs. 

Earlier in Mr. Andrews’ life, he 
loved to go to big meetings and 
church and attend singings. One of 
his favorite singings was the one 
held on July 4 each year on his 

Grandfather (Jim) Brooks’ home 
place. This was a big singing with 
many people traveling a great 
distance to attend the event. It was a 
time for visiting and socializing and 
chatting with friends and relatives 
from near and far whom one had not 
seen, possibly since the previous 
July 4 singing. This singing tra- 
dition was held annually until his 
grandfather's death in 1927. 

By 1956, Mr. Andrajy’s father 
had become feeble and senile. He 


was confined to the house tor the last 
seven years of his life, spending 
much of that time bedridden. Mr. 
Andrew was a great help with his 
father, during this period, according 
to his sister, Miss Minnie. And, Miss 
Minnie was a mainstay and source of 
great strength and help to her 
parents and Mr. Andrew during this 
sad time. His father, Mr. John, 
passed away in 1963, at the age of 
87. 


Mr. Andrew's mother became 
sickly about two years before her 
death in 1968. Again, Mr. Andrew 
and his sister, Miss Minnie, were of 
great comfort and help to their 
mother in providing the necessary 
care tor her during this period. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Andrew con- 
tinued to live in the old house. His 
brother-in-law, Hinton, owned a 
house next door to the old homeplace 
in which he allowed a realiable 
family to live rent-free, so they could 
look in on Mr. Andrew occasionally 
and notify him if needed. Miss 
Minnie came frequently and brought 
him food, tidied the house, did his 
laundry, etc. 

In '75, high winds spawned by 
Hurricane Eloise demolished the 
rental house and damaged Mr. 
Andrew’s house to the extent that it 
began leaking. It was patched 
sufficiently for.a time, but then 
became uninhabitable, thereby 
necessitating a move. 

And, move he did, to the new 
retirement center in Brundidge; but, 
being unable to cope and manage 
things, Miss Minnie again ‘‘came to 
the rescue’’ and went to Brundidge 
three times a week to ‘‘do’’ for him. 
It then became apparent that other 
arrangements were going to have to 
be made after approximately a year. 

So, Mr. Andrew made his last 
move before coming to the Elba 
Nursing Home December 9, 1985, 
moving into a trailer on his sister’s 
(Minnie) place, living there a little 
over four years.

He likes ‘‘cool weather,"’ 
he is another Christmas-lover; 


“bright colors,"' and ‘‘white roses’’ - 
not red roses, but WHITE roses - are 
a few of his favorites. 

He is a member of the Dorcas

He told us he called his parents,
